OFFICIAL STORY 


The- official account of the 
British action agninst’ the Ger- 
man prison ship Altmark was 
contained in two communiques 
issued by the Admiralty. 

., Following is the text of the 
first communique: : : 

“Tt will be remembered that the 
Graf Spee sank seven British mer- 
chant ships in the South Atlantic 
before Christmas. The officers were 
made prisoners on board the pocket 
battleship and were tolerably treated, 

“The seamen, on the other’ hand, 
were confined in the Altmark, an 
nvuxiliary of the Germnn Fleet, which 
according to the reports of the Bri- 
tish) prisoners libernted from the 
Graf Spee, was armed with conceal- 
ed guns,. Between three ond four 
hundred British merchant  scamen 
were held prisoners in this vessel, 
and upon the evidence of those of 
them who were transferr¢d to the 
Graf Speco ond tater rescued, grie- 
vous hardships and severities were 
inflicted upon them. - 

Traced To Norway 

“Since then: the Altmark vanished 
from the seas, ond no trace of her 
could be found until it appeared, on 
the 15th, that she was moving down 
the Norweglan coast, taking advan-} 
tage of its peculiar configuration and| 
endeavouring to convey these three 
or four hundred British merchant 
seamen captives through Norwegian 
territorial waters ta confinement in 
Germany. ‘i ‘ 

“Accordingly certain of H.M. ships 
which were conveniently disposed 
were sect in motion, and certain air- 
craft reconnalssances were made, 05 
the result of which n vessel bearing! 
the name of the Altmark, and cone! 
forming in every respect to her| 
description. took refuge in_ the 
Norweginn flord of Joessing, ‘after 
having been sighted by coastal re- 
connalssance aircroft, and intercepted 
by H.MLS, Intrepid, Commander R, C. 
Gordon, Royal Navy, 

“Orders were given by the 
Admiralty, with the full authority of 
H.M. Government, to enter neutral 
waters, search the Altmark, and 
rescue any prisoners if found on 
board... .

“The coptain of the Norwegian 
xunbont stated that the ship was un- 
‘armed, that ho knew nothing about 
any prisoners on board, that she had!

use Norwegian territorial waters on 
her passage to Germany. 

“Upon these assurances the British 
destroyer foree withdrew from. terri- 
torial waters, but after dark, on 


receipt-of the Adnilralty “orders; the; 


destroyer Cossack with the British 
Commander on board re-entered the 
flord. 

“The Norwegian gunboats re 
fused co-operation in the search, 
but remalned passive, oe 
“The Altmark was manocuvred so 

as to try to sink the Cossack as she 
prepared to board. .In doing so the 
Altmark ran aground stern first, and 
Cossack came alongside her and 
boarded her. Fighting followed, in 
which, according to a wireless mes- 
sate from the Altmark, four Ger- 
mans were killed and five seriously 
wounded. One British casualty. was 
sustained. 

The Altmark was overpowered, 
part of her crew fied to the shore, 
und the rest submitted. Between 
three and four hundred British pri- 
soners, who had been battened down 
below, were now found, rescued and 
taken on board the Cossack, which 
with other British vessels in_com- 
pany Is now approaching British 
shores. f 
"The liberated prisoners state 

that during the Norwegian exam- 
ination at Bergen of the Altmark, 
thelr efforts to make their presence 
known to the searching party were 
unheeded. - 

“A {ull report has been called for, 
both from Capt. Vian, whose conduct 
has been highly commended, and 
from the freed prisoners, upon all 
the ‘circumstances. 

“In the carly purt of these pro- 
ecedings the German tanker: Baldur, 
passing by outside territorin] waters, 
was summoned to slop by the de- 
stroyer Ivanhoe, Cmdr. P. H..Hadow, 
and thereupon scuttled ‘herself in the 
German fashion." 

“No Prisoncrs On Board” 
Additional details of - the actlon 

were given in the second com- 
munique, which said: ‘ 

“On entering the flord after dark, 
Capt. Vion, of H.M.S. Cossack, and 
commanding the’ flotilla, went on

Air Aghting in the present war has 
not so far completely established the 
employment of the shell fun as an 
item in neroplune armament. 

Some machines of cach side are 
equipped with it, but I undersand 
there have not been more than one 
or two instances of its successful 
employment. 

Moachine-guns are still the principal 
ermament, theirposition: unshalcen, 
In fact, thelr use is likely to be in- 
creased: -Thus, an acroplane called 
the “Thundexbolt, designed for the 
United States Army Air Corps, ts to 
be armed with 17 machine-guns, and 
will have a crew of four men, 

This claboration of the multi-gun 
fighter bears upon aircraft urmament 
problems now beginning to be fought 
out by the hard test of war, -Three 
main armament methods ore now 
slandardised, and expeft opinion fs 
stil found to differ considerably as 
to thelr respective merits. .They are: 

1. Machine-guns in fixed posi- 
tions firing forward, the pilot gun- 
ner “alming’” his _machine_nt_the 
enemy craft. % 

2. Machine-guns in power- 
operated turrets, enabling the wea- 
pon to be “trained” in any direction 
clear. of parts of the ucroplanc it- 

“self. : 

3. Shell guns,- usually of about 
%in bore, firing projectiles which 
explode on impact. 

The “Thunderbo}t” will not be the 
only type in which the present maxi- 
mum of eight machine-guns will be 
exceeded, 


Case For The Shell Gun 


Many experts pin their falth to this 
type of armament as, in thelr opinion, 
superior to the shell gun. It is true 
that a shell from this weapon effects 
destruction over a square yard, 
which is sufficiently serlous in nearly 
every case to bring a machine down, 

Another advantage claimed for the 
shell gun is its greater range, 3 

This, however, may be offset by the 
fact that greater range demands finer 
marksmanship and that Inevitably 
there is a greater proportion of 
misses.

But you will also sce some oddly 
incongruous sights. You will find 
that Friday nights the whole of the 
vast and tropical suburbs of the city 
scems to empty its contents. Inié the 
centre of the town. And since the 
uptown district In Sydney Is enorm- 
ously greater than its henrt, the re- 
sult is something akin to Main Street 
parade in Gopher City. Maybe. the 
Thursday pay check accounts for thls 
phenomenon, but Friday finds ail 
Sydney parading: the streets for the 
sake of the parade. You will find 
at-the same time it-is Impossible to 
‘get into the city's chicf movie houses 
these nights unless you make reser- 
vation a week ahead.

States captured the film market.

Fuel tanks are one of the most 
vulnerable purts of a plane, us thelr 
size makes them good targets ond 
they are diMcult to protect with 
armour, A punctured fucl tank has 
the double hazard of fire nnd loss of 
fuel far from the base, 

Britain has long wanted to know 
how to make practical puncture- 
proof tanks, They made such a tank 
years ago, but they were too heavy 
for ordinary use. Now. they know 
how to make Ilght ones, using the 
German formula, :

According to Mr, E, H, Willlama, 
Crown counsel, the child was playing 
with his brothers and sisters in Sharp 
Strect East on January 20, when the 
woman's son Kicked a ball in thelr 
direction. One of the brothers push- 
ed the ball into the drainage as it 
had hit him, whereupon: the woman 
became annoyed, caught hold of him 
by the hair and slapped him. The 
brother retolinted by hittlng her on 
the leg with a piece of sugar-cane 
and then ran away. 

Slapped On Head 

The woman then turned her atten- 
tion. to Wing-kin and slapped him 
once on the hend. As a result,- the 
child fell’ Il ad died three days 
later In the Queen’ Mary Hospital. 

Subsequently, the Woman was ar- 
reated and she snid that because the 
elder brother had struck her she had, 
inn fit of temper, hit the younger 
one, At the Magistracy, however, 
she stated that the child was struck 
by his own brother, 

Dr, Lien Tsoong-kya, of the Queen 
Mary Hospital, said he found an area 
of bruising in the brain of the child 
about an: inch in ‘diameter. The 
couse of death was’ contusion of the 
brain due to external violence, 

Denias Hitting Child 

Following evidence by other wil- 
nessca of the prosecution, Foo told 
the Court that she never struck the 
child. She only hit his older brother, 
who retallated with a piece of sugar 
cane and struck the child by ac- 
cident, 

_ Without retiring, the Jury un- 
animously’ found Foo guilty. Passing 
sentence, His Lordship said there 
could not be a shadow of doubt tht 
the woman Jost her temper and 
struck the child without . intending 
to do much harm. Nevertheless, as 
a result of her Joss of temper, a child 
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had lost ite life and she must be |’ 


punished.
